Hiring Halls Do Good 


Federal Co-ordinator Eastman, 
making an investigation of the 
hiring halls, reported that such 
a system of. hiring spread the 
work and eliminated flourishing 
rackets. The United States ae 
ernment .just coneluded 
agreement with the unions ‘to 
operate Alaska boats, meeting 
all union demands. Several ship- 
ping companies and foréign lines 
have indicated the ‘union de- 
mands are reasonable. 

These things give the lie to 
the shipowners ‘who have de- 
clared the hiring halls were a 
menace to the American Mer- 
chant Marine. The Dollar, Mat- 
son, and / American Hawaiian 
Steamship Companies, the big 
three who are the ring leaders, 
are bitterly opposed to the hir- 

ing /halls, maintaining they are 
the ones responsible for “safe- 
ty at sea” and therefore must 


‘Vhave the right to.do their own 


hiring and firing. What is good 
enough for the government is

Federations and Central bodies 
directly influenced and led by 
those coming from C.I.O. unions, 
made no attempt to organize 
the progressive forces. Had the 
C.1.O. people organized ‘the 
forces among some of the top 
leaders, and had Howard (who 
though in Tampa did not at- 
tend the sessions of the con- 
vention) come to _lead_ these 
forces—undoubtedly a more ef- 
fective fight could have been 
made with perhaps some addi- 
tional votes gained against sus- 
pension. 

As it was, Zaritzky was the 
outstanding leader of the C.I.O. 
forces at the convention. He 
made the principle speech im- 
mediately following the report 
of the Resolutions Committee. 
Although there were at least 
two members of the Resolutions 
Committee, who refused to sign 
the report as it pertained to the 
C.1.0. there was no minority 
report. Had a minority report 
been made, the vote would have 
taken place on a more favorable 
placing of the question. The ab- 
sence of such a minority report 
must be ascribed to the unwill- 
ingness or the failure on the part 
of Howérd-Zaritzky to work in 
that direction.

IV. Role of the Party 

There were present 4 number 
of progressive delegates elected 
with the help of the Party, who 
came with instructions to’ work 
with the, left and progressive 
forces.

The biggest meeting was 
attended by some 70 delegates, 
including a number from inter- 
national unions, state federa- 
tions, central bodies, as well as 
federal locals, At this meeting, 
a committee was organized to 
guide the work and to contact 
some of the other progressive 
delegates.

We can state that the work 
of our comrades at the conven- 
tion helped give backbone to 
whatever progressive’ forces that 
were crystallized, and to the fight 
that was made for the C.1O.

Had it not been’ for our com- 
rades, the diséussion on the 
C.I.O. would not have taken on 
the character that it’ did. Many 
of the resolutions of a progres- 
sive character would not have 
passed, and would not even have 
been introduced.

A.F.L. to be headed by Lewis. 
Those who favored this propo- 
sal, the so-called middle group 
headed by Harrison, were de- 
feated by the die-hard craft un- 
ion clique.

The Council is unyielding and 
‘provocative, and stubborn in its 
refusal to alow the organiza- 
tion of the unorganized,. thus 
actually forcing. the split. The 


C.I.O. cannot and will not accept. 


a compromise on the terms of 
the Executive Council; A. com- 
promise on their terms, which 
means virtual capitulation, would 
be a betrayal of the interests of 
the workers. 


In the face of this situation the 
most important task is the inten- 
sification of the campaign. for 
the organization of the unorgan- 
and especially the steel 
workers, keeping the C.I.O. uni- 
ted, while at the same time de- 
veloping a unity campaign 
throughout all of the unions of 
the- American Federation of La- 
bor. In the statement of the Cen- 
tral. Committee, issued tcward 
the close of the A,F.L. conven- 
tion, we already gave our posi- 
tion in favor of this course.

But 
the performers are working hard and will master these things 
before they are through.

Many of these broadcasts have been woven almost shies 
out of direct quotes from Government documents and re-enact- 
ment of actual transcripts of dialogs which took place in Wash- 
ington.

This price is paid for water 
even if it is not used, and the 
minimum charge of $1.25 per 
month (now increased to $1.75 
per month) has been sufficient 
the past, and the new rate 

is not justified. 

A part of the water supply 
comes from the Sonoma Moun- 
tains and part of it is pumped 
from wells about two miles from 
the city of Petaluma, with elec- 
tric power supplied by the Pa- 
cific Gas & Electric Company of 
California.

AFL Convention’s 
More Reactionary 
Decisions Assailed 


WASHINGTON, De Chow 
surprising reversal of form the 
Washington, D, C., central labor 
union after a stormy meeting 
here voted to protest the action 


of the recent convention of the 


American Federation of Labor 
amending the method by whch 
a central body may place a firm 
on the unfair list.

Rubber Workers appear 
ungrateful in lining: up with the 
Committee for Industrial Organ- 
ization, brought.a vigorous come- 
back. from Sherman H. Dalrym- 
ple, president of the union. 

The A.F.L. executive council’s 
report and the resolution ap- 
proving suspension of the C.I.O. 
unions claimed that the A.F.L. 


| had spent about ‘$200,000 in or- 


ganizing the rubber: workers. 


“The United Rubber Workers 
of America paid cash for every- 
thing it ever got,” Dalrymple de- 
clared. “While we are grateful 
to-the A.F.L. for what it has 
done, we certainly have no rea- 
son to offer an apology for our 
actions. 

“The $200,000 mentioned in the 
report was by no means confined 
to organizing rubber workers,” 
he said. It was expended in a 
dozen industries through Ohio, 
‘Illinois and . Wisconsin, reaching 
into a number of southern states. 

“Moreover, during that period 
the Goodrich Local alone paid 
into the A.F.L. $30,000 in per 
capita - tax: Other ‘unions under 
A.F.L.. jurisdiction also paid.” 

The rubber workers’ president 
emphasized that his, union did 
not withdraw from the AF.L. 
“We simply elected to join’ the 
C.I.O. and we were sus ended. 
from the A.F.L. 

“We joined the C.LO, Apecauise 
under its organization’plan, we 
increased our memb ship 100 
per cent.

The Associated Farmers con- 
tinue their good work. A recent 
Bakersfield convention of Farm- 
ers and Fruit Growers, conduct- 
ed by the Associated Farmers 
adopted a resolution demanding 
“that the Federal Department of 
Labor in the name of the farm- 
ers of California cooperate with 
California in ridding the state 
of alien Communist agitators 
through immediate deportation 
of such aliens.” ‘ 

Voice of Big Growers . 

This is not the voice of the 
small farmer. It is the voice of 
big business, of the banking in- 
terests of California. 

The. Associated Farmers are 
attempting to use the old smoke 
screen of “alien Communist agi- 
tators” in order to divert atten- 
tion from the lousy conditions 
jand wages which the -agricul- 
tural workers are forced to ac- 
cept.

Follows Sacramento Decision 

The resolution with regard to 
Mooney and Billings adopted by 
the California State Federation 
at its recent Sacramento Con- 
vention, requested all: local un- 
ions in ‘California “to immediate- 
ly form in their respective com- 
munities, Mooney-Billings de- 
fense committees to raise neces- 
sary funds and receive donations 
to this cause, all of which are 
to be transmitted to the stew- 
ardship of the’ San Francisco 
Labor Council.” 

The resolution adopted by ae 
American Federation of La 
Convention at Tampa, Florida, 
placed the conduct-of the Moo- 
ney-Billings campaign in the 
hands of thé California Federa- 
tion. 

The meeting here was in the 
nature of an initial step to Sys- 
tematically crystallize and acti- 
vate the membership of. organ- 
izeq labor so that the efforts of 
labor would be. synchrenized 
with the legal maneuvers now 
_eing waged by Mooney and 
Billings, thereby obtaining the 
maximum benefit from all Moo- 
aecy-Billings activities.

Sugar Company 
Among Them 


WASHINGTON—Between. Jan- 
uary 1934 :and September 1936 
three companies specialized in 
tear and sickening gases sold 
nearly half a million dollars 
worth of their products, publi- 
cation of records by the LaFol- 
lette committee investigating 
violations of civil liberties shows. 


Most of the sales were to pri- 


vate companies and intended 
for use in the event of. strikes, 
the committee’s records show. A 
minor portion. of the sales were 
to banks and police agencies for 
routine protection against burg- 
lary and bandits. _ 

The records also- show that 
salesmen for the companies made 
great efforts to sell tear gas 
to west coast firms in an ‘effort 
to trade on fear of the coming 
maritime strike. 


Between May 1935 and Iily 
1936 the Art Buftnside & Co. of 
Spokane, Wash., purchased $706 
worth of gas and gas,equipment 
irom the Manville Manufactur- 
ng Corp. From the. Lake Erie 
Chemical Co. in 1934 the Nelson 
Steamship Co. of Seattle bought 
3110 worth of tear or sickening 
gas, while on July 9, 1935, C.:A. 
Smith of Seattle, bought ~$319 
worth of gas. 

Recently one C. A. Smith of 
Seattle was exposed as a notori- 
ous strikebreaker and scabherd-
